Chinese that it did not result in Russia 
obtaining such a foothold that she would 
have been able to annex Manchuria and to.

too undecided to take up herself. ; 

At the present time Japan is tho. most 
powerful nation in tho immediate neigh. 
bourbood of China, and we find the latter 
willing to recognias tho situation’ ;'and, while 
there, ore ominous rumblings betokening 
hostility to foreign nations generally, it is 
supposed that Japan ia to be an exception 
to this animosity. The outer: barbarians 
must be kept in check by some weans aud 
now that this cannot be done by arousing 
their jealousy of one another, it iy apparent- 
ly thought’ the next best thing ia to make 
uso of Japan, und to endeavour by this

foreign nation would be disposed 
seriously ta oppose her. Some such view 
hag probably entered the minds of the 
Peking authorities ; and it would account 
for the faet that from the menaces against 
foreigners, which havearisen of late, J apan 
has been excluded ; and it has beon carefully 
made known that the Japanese would under 
all circumstances be safe. The peculiar 
kind of shuffling policy involved in this 
line of action is-emivently Chinese, and 
ig quite in accordance with all Chinese 
traditions. But if thie ig their idea there 
is good reason to believe that on the 
present’, occasion it -will be found they 
are reckoning without’ their host. It is 
almost incomprehensible to the European 
mind that the Chinese would imagine that 
they can induce Japan to join with them. 
against foreign nations; but from their point 


The Chinese look upon Japan ns a nation in 
inany respects similar to themsclves—at oll 
events much more so than any European 
nation, and they may flatter themselves 
that they may contrive to get Japon. on 
their side should any conflict with European 
nations arise. The likelihood of this i¢;aow- 
ever, very small, Japon bas becom ‘so 
thorouglily identified with the policy of 
foreign nations taking them aa a whole that 
it will reqairen great, doal to induce ber to 
give up the position sre has gained among 
the great nations of the world—much more 
than any advantages that Chins can possibly 
hold out to her for adopting such a 
course. She muy be friondly with Chian at 
the pressaot moment, as it well suits. her to 
be so, but if China puts herself(into conflict 
with foreigners, thore can be very little 
doubt on which side Japan will declare, 
especially us.she is bound by treaty to go 
with Great Britain, and the interests of ali 
foraign nations would: in event of, any 
catastrophe arising he identical. It is quite 
true that Japan would not like to see any 
foreign nation dominant in China; but if 
matters wore forced to sucha point that 
some nation must assert authority in China 
or ot least in some large portion of it, 
it is not by any means cortain, indced it is 
unlikely, that foreign nationa would object 
to Japan doing so, or that Japan would:not: 
adopt that course. This is the contingency 
which stands before China, should sho be 
ao ill-advised as to persevere in a line of 
conduct suchas will bring her into con- 
flict with foreign Powers, She has happily 
escaped falling under Ruasia, bht if she 
attempts to re-enact the réle which she has 
recently played with Japan ‘substituted ‘for 
Russia, sbe will find that she haa a very 
differant nation and a very different state of 
affairs to .deal with; and that ‘foreign 
nations, who might have bedn willing to 
withstand the advance of Russi (as in fact 
they did for yeazs, so far as moral and 
diplomatic action were concerned) such 
encroachment being manifestly opposed to 
their interests, would not oppose that if 
Japan, under whose sway the’ commercial 
and political rights of foreigners in. China 
would be far sufer than under the effete 
Chinese Government, which in faca of all 
patience and against all hope had proved 
itself incapable of amelioration, either from 
without or from within. :

New York, the gorgeously-dressed Imperial 
Chinese High Commission, numberiug fifty per- 
sons, with 486 pieces of luggage, left here to- 
day, to study o fresh industrial centro, Dur- 
ing their stay here they have given abundant 
evidence, by their daily inspections, journey. 
ings, exumin'ngs, and croso-examinings,. that 
their section of China is wide awake, and most 
anxious to learn American methods of industry 
and education. The Commissioners, throug’ 
their interpreter, said they have found many 
good things in America, which they will try to 
reproduce in China, more particularly thevarious 
developments of electrical and steam power, 
At tho instance of the Dowager Empress, they 
have also made.a special study of woman's 
education, aud on their return home they will 
recommend the establishment. of women’s 
colleges on the American plan. : 
» Lhe Commissioners expressed themaclvas as 
very grateful for the hospitality shown them, 
and gavo assurances that China really enter. 
tained the friendliest and most rospectiul feel- 
ings towards the United States,

Eleven sarvivors of the wrecked barque 


Challenger which was recently burned ood je: 


seuttled on the coast of Japan, arrived in 
Seatt's on the 7th ull,, having been seut home | 
by the American Consul at Yokohama, All the 
men, says a contemporary, bore traces of tre 
exp :rience through which they had passod. For 
ehnost a month they had fought the fiomes on 
tho old wooden barque, und at times the vessel 
wo4 kept sfloat by only the most heroic work on 
tha prc of the officers and crow. For days at |: 


rest, aud whon the ship was finally seuttled on 
the Japanese coast they were. almost too 
exhausted to got ashore. Tho ship was finally 
beached without the loss of a single life. Chiof 
oflcer Douglass said that the wreck was in 
many woys without parallel. For almost 4 
month the crew fought the flames, Tho 
Challenger was one of the old fashioned wooden 
baryues. Sho was chartered by Hind, Rolph & 
Co,, of Sex Francisco, to carry a load of fertiliser 
from Killieuco Bay, Alaska, to Osake, asiling 
from Alaska on October 26th. Filomes broke 
out four weeks after the vessel went to sea. 
‘When the coast of Japan was sighted tho 
capt {1 headed direct for.the beach. THe got 
the ship intoa ehellered. covein the Kii Chanuel 
end then. scuttled. her. The scutiling was 
accomplished by means of large holes in her 
sides.—Japan Chroxicle. — .
